To join tubes, cut short 
scrap and saw 4-inch- 
wide slit in it, as shown. 
When you squeeze this 
“sleeve,” it) slips inside 
the tubes, springing back 
to hold them together. 
Use self-tapping screw 
for any permanent joints 
friction alone for slip joint, 
When joined ends are 
true and smooth, joint 
hardly shows in finished 
work, especially finished 


satin on wire wheel. 


Hand bending will work 
satisfactorily with alumi- 
num, inspite of resistance 
to accidental bends. 

Make jigs for a slightly 
smaller radius than desired 
bend, to allow for a little 
spring-back. Dube bends 
(on larger curves) call for 
regular bender which you 
can probably rent. 

Or you can stamp tube 
in pail of wet sand to pack 
it. for jig bending without 
crushing tube. 





Rolled edge for sheet is 
easy to obtain with simple 
jig vou make by sawing 
slot along a piece of dowel. 

Slip edge of the sheet in 
slot and twist dowel, hold- 
ing roll tight with other 
hand. Use dowel slightly 
smaller than desired roll, 
since the metal will spring 
back somewhat when free. 





Right-angle jig is slot 
sawed in board — or two 
pieces of lumber clamped 
on edge of metal. 

If you plane inside sur- 
face of jig at an angle, the 
bend you make will go a 
litthe beyond 90 degrees, 
then return to angle you 
want for square corners.

A. the owner of the family car, you must be concerned * 
with anything on the car which contributes to the comfort. 
safety, and efficiency of its operation. A properly maintained 
exhaust system is a necessity, yet it is the system most nee- 
lected by average motorists. It has been estimated that one 
out of every four cars on the road has a defective muffler o1 
tail pipe 

For those who think of the exhaust as the tail pipe pro- 
truding at the rear of the car, it is best to name all parts in 
this svstem. [he tail pipe Vou see leads under the car to the 
muffler, which is suspended from the car frame about under 
the passenger Ccompartinent. From the front of the muffler 
another pipe rises to the engine block, and is called the ex- 
haust pipe. The exhaust pipe connects to the exhaust mani- 
fold, the collec tion unit for ¢ xhaust VASCS thrown out by CA h 
cvlinder of your engine 

Phere are four important parts of this system, vet most

tail pipe [he entire svstem is made of speci il steel to with- 


stand the tremendous heat of the exhaust gases 


Increasingly important. ‘The simplicity of the exhaust sys- 
tem is deceptive. Its chief purpose is to Carry away exhaust 
gases. When engines were of 1929 vintage, this was an easy 
matter, But engineers have made engines more powerful 
without adding weight and size. To do this, they have made 
the engine swallow more air on cach cycle, compress this air . 
much more (high-compression engines), and expel it much 
faster. Phe exhaust system must offer little resistance to this 
greater eflort on the part olf the engine 

Phe resistance that is offered is called back pressure. Any 
vreal degree of back pressure reduces the expulsion of the 
burned fuel-air mixture from the eyvlinders, and completely 
negates efforts toward greater cfhiciency. This is the problem 


of exhaust-system design 


Keep it quiet. The second purpose of the exhaust is to muf- 
fle objectionable noises created by the engine. This has been 
done most successfully by careful acoustical design of the 
muffler. In many states it is illegal to drive a car not 
equipped with a muffler. 
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monoxide outside 


It can be a fatal mistake to neglect to check 
your car’s exhaust system regularly for 


leaks—especially during the winter months 


A leaky exhaust system is dangerous. It permits carbon 
monoxide to enter the passenger Compartment of your cat 
through holes in the floor board and through open windows 
or vents. This monoxide is a deadly poison. It requires only 
a 1 percent concentration to cause death, and lower con- 
centrations cause dizziness and headaches. 

‘To avoid these problems, check your system for visual de- 
fects when the car is on the lubrication rack. Naturally, if 
you see a hole in mufHer or tail pipe, it should be replaced 
Also check to see if in backing up, sometime, you didn’t mash 
the end of youl! tail pipe. 


The smoke test. If any driver complains of headaches o1 
dizziness while driving your car, the entire exhaust system 
should be checked carefully. You can check it in the follow- 
ing manner: 

1. Open engine hood and remove air filter (which sits 
on top of the carburetor in most Cars). 

2. Start engine, and get it running a little faster than 
idling. If necessary, have a second w@Pson hold his foot on the 
accelerator. 

>, Pou ke rosene slowly into the au intake. 

4. White clouds of smoke will come out of the exhaust 
pipe. When this starts, have someone else continue pouring 
the kerosene, and trace the exhaust system for leaks. In the 
illustration on the opposite page, you will see the places to 
look for trouble 

5. Any leaks in the exhaust piping should be corrected 
promptly. 


What you can do. What maintenance can the car owner 
perform on this system? It depends on how handy you are 
When your car is being greased, inspect muffler and tail 
pipe. See that neither has holes in it, and that both are se- 
cured to the underside of the engine or car chassis. 

If there are defects, the less handy must have a mechani 
correct them. ‘Those who own socket wrenches, a cold chisel, 
a good hammer, and enough patience can replace both units 
Purchase a muffler, a tail pipe, and new clamps for your 
particular model of car, and go to work. If you don’t have 
enough clearance to pull out the old units, put a small axle 
jack under the muffler, and jack it enough to give you more 
room. Muffler and tail pipe usually adhere to each other, 
and it will take considerable effort to separate them. That's 
when the hammer and the cold chisel come into use. U se 
penetrating oil on clamp bolts before attempting to loosen 
the nuts. 

If you do replace the muffler yourself, you will find there 
are several types available for your car. In general, it is wise 
to replace the muffler with equipment engineered for your 
make of car. So-called **Hollywood” or “straight-through” 
mufflers reduce back pressure about 5 percent, but they are 


noisy and sometimes prohibited.

Wilk won't sour 


Ever worry about milk going sour because the family 
didn’t drink it fast enough, or, on the very hot days, because 
the demands on the refrigerator were too great? Chemists 
have found a substance, menadione —related to vitamin K 
that will keep milk fresh twice as long at ordinary room tem- 
perature and four times as long in the refrigerator. The sub- 
stance can either be put into the milk or fed directly to Bossy 
in her food. Only a minute amount is necessary, and it 
doesn’t affect the flavor of the milk. It definitely lowers the 
bacterial count and keeps it lowered for a long time 

Ordinary milk will keep five days at 50 degrees, which 
temperature, incidentally, is a litthe higher than your refrig- 
erator should have. Yet, milk from cows fed menadione re- 


mains fresh for 20 days at this same temperature! And when 
it finally becomes sour, no hard or odorous curds are formed 
as with nontreated milk. Researchers G. G. Kelly and Karl 
Dittmer, of Florida State University, stated that as a result of 
their findings, cows all over the country could be provided 
with this vitamin product, and thus produce milk which will 
maintain fewer bacteria that cause souring, and which will 
remain sweet a much longer period of time —all without

New clue to cancer discovered 

The chemical war on cancer is 
clicking along in high gear. There 
are significant indications that when 
the final answer comes, it will be in 
the field of chemotherapy During the 
last 40 years, chemistry has fired 
the magic bullets which have rout- 
ed a host of major diseases from 
syphilis to pneumonia. There is 
much reason to think that cancer, 
man’s most dreaded foe, will finally 
be conquered by the magic of 
chemistry. 

A mysterious “Q” factor con- 
tained within the human body has 
been tracked down and 
identified with cancer. It promises 
to be a most valuable clue in diag- 
nosing the disease, and may ulti- 
mately have a large share in the 
prevention and control of America’s 
No. 2 killer. The discovery of the 
“Q” element was made by Dr. 
Allen F. Reid and associates at the

University of Texas Medical School. 
Cancer patients, according to the 
tests conducted by Doctor Reid, 
have less of “Q” than healthy per- 
Therefore, measurement of 
this element in the blood may lead 
to a more accurate and early diag- 
nosis than was possible before. 

“()” regulates the speed at which 
energy from food is transported 
about the body. It was identified 
by use of radioactive phosphorous 
The researchers found 
that in cancerous persons, the rate 
of phosphorous compounds cruising 
around in the blood stream is great- 
ly accelerated. In the normal per- 
son, something which they named 
‘Q” (probably to avoid use of the 
much overworked “X"’) acted to 
slow down the rapid phosphate 
transport by the blood stream. Re- 
found that a reduced

Cancer can’t be starved 

Further facts brought out in the 
chemical war against cancer are: 

Diet plays little part in the prac- 
tical control of cancer. The cancer 
will continue to grow even though 
the victim may almost starve him- 
self to death. The malignancy may 
grow more slowly in some cases, it 
is true, but attempts to “starve” the 
cancer are futile. The cancer always 
wins. This information was report- 
ed by Dr. Albert Tannenbaum, 
director of cancer research at Mi- 
chael Reese Hospital in Chicago. 

\ new development in the prac- 
tical treatment of cancer is the use 
of radioactive “vanishing” needles. 
The needles are composed primari- 
ly of the comparatively rare sub- 
stance germanium, When inserted in 
a tumor, the needles release their 
deadly radiations into the heart of 
the malignant growth, then harm- 
lessly dissolve into the surrounding 
tissue within two weeks. Command- 
er H.C. Dudley, U. S. Naval Hos- 
pital, St. Albans, New York, has 
experimented extensively on can- 
cerous animals with this novel idea 
and has achieved remarkable suc- 
cess. Other cancer specialists inter- 
viewed by Better Homes & Gardens 
thought the idea splendid and that 
it won't be long before Command- 
er Dudley’s vanishing atomic nee- 
dles will be widely used on humans.

Cut flowers last longer 


A new way to increase cut-flewer life uses maleic hy- 
drazide, the chemical that slows up plant growth. 

Tests at the University of Missouri show that chrys- 
anthemums can be kept as long as 40 days, in a 40- 
degree temperature, if dipped in a maleic-hydrazide 
solution first. 

Ihe solution used contained 1 part of maleic hydra- 
zide to 1,000 parts of water. 


Loysia-and-bluegrass mix possible 


Tests with maleic hydrazide at the University of Cali- 
fornia may extend the usefulness of Zoysia grass by 
making it easier to use in mixed turfs. 

Combinations of Meyer Zoysia and Merion blue- 
grass have been widely recommended by turf experts. 
However, the aggressive nature of Zoysia has made it 
hard for Merion to get started when Zoysia is present. 

The California tests show that Zoysia, in spite of its 
vigor, is easy to control with maleic hydrazide. Light 
applications of this growth regulator will hold back the 
Zoysia until Merion bluegrass can get established. The 
bluegrass is less affected by the chemical than the 


Zoy Sla. 


New use for flowering crabapple 


One of the ornamental flowering crabapples, Malus 
stkkimensis, looks like a promising new understock for 
apple trees. 

Varieties of apples budded on this species produced 
excellent trees ~somewhat lower and more spreading 
than those on standard apple rootstocks. 


1954 may bring better weed control 


There is hope that a control for deep-rooted perennial 
weeds may be developed in 1954. The 1953 tests with 
an experimental material were very promising. 

Phenyl dimethyl! urea gave excellent control of bind- 
weed and quackgrass. And in the South, both Bermuda 
grass and Johnson grass were killed. A test on Canada 
thistle was not conclusive, due to lack of rainfall, but 
the plants were definitely injured. 

Phenyl dimethyl urea, the control material, remains 
in the soil for several months. 


Why some rose shoots don't bloom 


Workers at the University of Wisconsin have dis- 
covered why some rose shoots never have flower buds.

original lowering bud dies. This stimulates nonflower- , 
ing buds into growth, and they produce only vegeta- 
tion no flowers. 

If scientists can find how to prevent the death of the 
original flowering bud, this loss may be prevented. 


Nematode controls look promising 


Phere is new hope that science will develop an effec- 
tive killer for nematodes. Nematodes are microscopic 
worms that feed on the roots of plants, severely stunt- 
ing their growth. 

Recent experiments at the University of Rhode Is- 
land, ‘Ningston, have turned up three effective control 
chemicals. These are heptaciilor 2B, 3-p-chlorophenyl- 
y-mmethyl rhodanine, and hexachlorocyclopentadiene. 
\ll were cflective against the adult nematodes. The 
second-mentioned compound was the best egg destroy- 


er, and the third compound rated next. 


Antibiotics stop fire blight 


Antibiotics, after making history in the control of hu 
man disease, are now showing promise in the control 
of plant disease. 

Dr. Robert N. Goodman of the University of Missouri 
reports that early spraying with streptomycin —alone 
or mixed with terramycin — prevents fire blight on 
apples. Fire blight, also a serious pest of many orna- 
mentals, is very difficult to control by earlier methods. 

Other research workers, at Rutgers University, find 
that antibiotics may also stimulate or depress plant 
growth, depending on which antibiotic is being used. 
A number of antibiotics were tested. 


New fungus control studied 


The use of cadmium as a fungus control has been under 
test at Rhode Island Agricultural Experiment Station. 

Cadmium was substituted for mercury, the usual 
fungus-control ingredient, and found satisfactory. Cad- 
mium is less damaging to, plant tissues than mercury. 


“Antifreeze” for plants 


A chemical protection from injury may be possible 
soon, if present research at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, continues to show promise 
Workers at the university sprayed parsnips with an 
acid similar to the weed killer, 2,4,5-T. The acid en- 
abled the plants to survive temperatures 7 degrees be- 
low freezing without a trace of frost damage. 
Unsprayed parsnips were blackened by the same 
freeze. Investigations are now being made to see wheth- - 


er other plants can also be protected. 
New dwari-apple understock 


Another new apple understock comes from the John 
Innes Station in England, famous for its superb Mall- 
ing understocks for dwart apples. 

Scientists there have produced a new series of apple 
understocks highly resistant to woolly aphid. These 
understocks are being introduced as the Malling-Mer- 
ton serics., 

The one that looks best to me is MM106. It pro- 
duces more fruit than the Malling EX, on a tree only 
slightly larger than the Malling IX. The Malling IX 


produces the dwartest trees ot all apple understocks.

“You cannot b 0 early is the slogan for this program. 
Studies of happy head older people prove conclusively that 
they didn't sudd ecome interested in people, places, cur- 
rent events, new ce lopments, study courses, and their hobbies 
at 40, 60, or 70. Whi till in their 20’s and 30’s they made 
interest and particiy n in all phases of living a settled habit. 


So fortified, any man or woman can come to the eightieth birth- 


day as did the elder Oliver Wendell Holmes, who exulted, ‘I 
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had much to learn, and at 80 I find new vistas opening all 
around me!” 

The daily practice of abundant living, as you see, has double 
pay-off. It can double the pleasures of existence at 30 at the 
same time as it paves the surest-possible road to happiness after 
50. In a very real sense you begin now to enjoy tomorrow. 

Life expectancy at birth, only 49 years in 1900, is about 20 
years more today, and continues to increase. But note that qual- 
ification, “at birth.” The older you become, the greater your 

personal life span is likely to be. Now 
that social security, pensions, and pri- 
vate insurance give most of us assured 
old-age income, it is interesting to 
learn what a group of life insurance 
actuaries found when they studied 
1,000 male annuitants all aged 65. 
The conclusion was that 500 would 
tog jive to age 80, and 100 beyond 90. For 
women, life expectancy is even greater. 
Too many of us believe that we will 





die at about the same age as our parents did. It still is an asset 
to have long-lived ancestors, but now the chances are that any 
person who has them will live to be even older. And if your par- 
ents died before they were 60, you should ask yourself, “Died of 
what?” Suppose your father died of tuberculosis or pneumonia 
and your mother of diabetes or influenza. ‘These and many 
other diseases are no longer as fatal as they were. 

Looking to parents as models for our future can create an- 
other obstacle to making our late years better than theirs were. 
We remember how old they seemed at 50 or 70 and assume it 
will be the same for us. But the same environment which gives 
us longer lives also gives us higher energy, keener minds, and 
better resistance to diseases. Doctor Gumpert says that a typical 
man of 65 today is as good “biologically” as was the average 
man of 50 in 1900. In effect, he’s 15 years younger! 


After 50, you get a break 


How young is “young”? How old is “told”? In your 30’s you 
consider yourself still youthful. Actually, a lot of aging has al- 
ready taken place in your body. Even before you were born, 
senile changes had occurred in certain blood vessels. You “‘aged”’ 
rapidly when you were a child. Your metabolism slowed sub- 
stantially during the period between infancy and your twenti- 
eth birthday. Chances are, at 20 your hearing was less acute 
than it formerly was, and your knees less supple. You had be- 
come less able to indulge in spurts of explosive energy or any 
long stretches of high effort. By the time you were 30, your 
arteries may already have begun to harden. 
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At 50 you may feel that it is now too late to be changed for 
the better. Wrong again! At almost any age, simple disregard 
of the rules of good living may be cor- 
rected to your advantage. Suppose at 65 
you're overweight. Even at that late 
date, you can improve your personal life 
span by reducing. But if overweight is 
your problem, why postpone reduction? 
Why not, at 35 or 40, begin now to en- 
joy the better health and greater energy 
that accompany normal weight? 

Between the ages of 40 and 60, the 





most critical period of aging occurs, warns Dr. Edward lU. 
Stieglitz, another leader in geriatrics. “It is in this period,” he 
observes, ‘“‘that the changes which will ultimately disable begin 
and that we can hope to accomplish something by preventive 
measures.’ So, the worst of all mistakes can be neglecting your 
periodical health examinations, which may disclose trouble 
while it can still be nipped in the bud. 

Between the ages of 30 and 40, a thorough health examina- 
tion every two years may be often enough; but after 50, such an 
audit should be had every year. Its importance may be gauged 
by the fact that out of 10,000 businessmen who were examined, 
it was possible to tell 8,870 of them how they might enjoy even 
better health. Many degenerative diseases give no early warn- 
ing—like pain or changed health—at all. As you grow older, 
your sense of pain diminishes. This is, at best, only a mixed 
blessing, because it can make you feel all right when something 
is going on which is entirely wrong. Only a competent medical 
examination can tell you accurately about the state of your 
health. 

In his book The Second Forty Years, Doctor Stieglitz reports 


cheerfully: *‘Aging slows down as you grow older. This is one of 


the compensations for later years.” At 50, most of your worst 
aging is already behind you. That may be why older people 
often tell you they don’t feel much older at 70 than they did 10 
or 15 years earlier in life. 


Your mind is better than ever 


This is not to pretend that at 50 or 70 you will have the zip 
and go you enjoyed at 30 and 40. You won't. But do not make 
the mistake of believing that as physical energy lessens, your 
mind must slow down correspondingly. It shouldn’t, unless you 
beg it to. Surveys show older people giving up too many of their 
hobbies, interests, and other mentally stimulating and mentally 
demanding pastimes. This senseless renunciation only speeds 
the aging process. It ends up with “doing too many things for 
the last time and too few things for the first time,’ to quote the 
pungent definition of old age supplied by Doctor Gumpert 

After 50, we need to strike out for mental adventure, and with 
confidence. An interest in the stars, an itch to paint, or the de- 
sire to acquire a brand-new skill for full- or part-time employ- 
ment after retirement should be cherished and indulged to the 
full. By taking action, we disprove the ancient saying “You 
can’t teach an old dog new tricks.” 

In this effort we are encouraged by 
those who are studying the mental ca- 
pacity of older people. In his book 7 he 
Years After Fifty, Dr. Wingate M. John- 
son declares, ‘“The mind should be at its 
very best when one is 40 and should con- 
tinue to be a first-class thinking machine 
until the proverbial threescore years and 
10. Dr. Howard W. Haggard says, “The 


faculties of the mind may stay young, 





keen, and clear even into the 90’s.”’ 
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Authorities agree that any slowing down of the mind is very 
gradual; some say, “almost imperceptible.” ‘The ability to 
learn, to concentrate, and to be creative should exist into ad- 
vanced old age, though you may need more frequent rest peri- 
ods. Some mental faculties actually improve with age like the 
ability to arrive at sound judgments L his is because increased 
life experience gives both depth and thoroughness to thinking 


You'll outnumber the college kids 


The boom in adult education proves our ability to grow men- 
tally after 50, as more and more grandparents go back to school 


There are now more students in adult-education er ups than in ali ow 


colleges and universities and more older men and women taking corre- 
spondence courses and attending trade schools. Roughly, they sort into 


four groups 

Group 1 wants to earn more money. ‘Teachers, mechanics, 
businessmen, and others take courses which will make them 
more valuable in their work. Group 2 wants new skills in home- 
making. Women learn tailoring, home decoration, fancy cook- 
ing; men learn cabinetmaking, plumbing, shopwork, home 
repairs 

Group 3 goes in for cultural enjoyments like seulpturing, 
painting, or weaving; or learning to appreciate art, music, liter- 
ature, and philosophy. Some play in orchestras, sing, act, dance 

Group 4 does exactly what the experts urge older folks to do 

they are preparing, definitely and intelligently, for better 
living after 50. Just as they studied books and took courses ear- 
lier in life to make good in their work, then planned and studied 
to be successful as marriage partners and as parents, so they 
now plan and get set for continued growth and enjoyment after 
50. Like the ancient Greek, Aes- 
chylus, they discover that ‘To 
learn what is new is to remain 
ever young!” 

Doctor Haggard says that 
even very old people should 
study difficult new subjects like 
law and foreign languages for 
mental stimulation and contin- 





ued growth. ‘There’s nothing 
theoretical about that! Striking 
proof of the teachability of older people is contained in the 1952 
report of the New York State Joint Legislative Committee on 
Problems of the Aging. Here Dr. Irvine Lorge of Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, tells how readily dificult subjects 
may be mastered by older men and women who resolutely kick 
aside that ‘‘old-dogs-can t-learn’” complex 

In teaching a difficult foreign language, Doctor Lorge found 
no perc eptible difference between the learning capacity of older 
students and young ones. It was the same with ste nography 

‘Lhe chairman of the committee, State Senator [Thomas ¢ 
Desmond, made a survey among trade and correspondence 
schools. “It proves,” he reports, “that even the elderly can 
learn self-supporting skills when courses are carefully chosen 
A weaving school reports graduates up to age setting up in 
business. Men and women well past have become successful 
in hotel work. Grandmothers take beauty courses and open 
shop. A law school reports two male graduates, one », the 
other 96, who passed their bar examinations with flying colors 
and are now successfully practicing law 

Well, what does it all add up to’? Here we have a pattern of 
lifelong activity, growth, and satisfaction. L nlike older people 
in 1900, these men and women of today have no time or oppor- 
tunity to “‘feel.so useless on the shelf,” or otherwise trapped 
on a dead-end street from which there 1s no ese ape or return,

B... in 1938, the September issue of Better Homes & Gardens 
had an article on the neat little ¢ ape ( od house shown here. 
The title was “Every inch a home’’—a description that didn’t 
quite stand the test of time. In years since, the Lincoln Hed- 
landers of Greenwich, Connecticut, discovered that those 
“every inches” just wouldn't tally out to the living space they 
needed. 

Mr. Hedlander is an architect—-the sort who keeps pace 
with changing patterns of living. And that’s what makes this 
such an exceptional remodeling. You'll note that sleeping space, 
the need for more of it, wasn’t the problem here. With no chil- 
dren, the family’s two bedrooms are stil] adequate. 

The big shortcomings were: (1) no place to get away from

Two cans of the same size may show different weights on . 
the label. The reason is that the same cup measure of one 
food may weigh more than another, 
Enjoying great popularity with food shoppers is the 16- 
or 17-ounce can or jar (No. 303). It holds about 2 cups or 
4 servings. This is part of the present trend to smaller sizes 
in line with the average family of four. 


Be a label reader 
The label’s your pal, always ready to help you get your 


money's worth when you shop. The drawing at the bot- 
tom of the page shows you the information demanded by 





law under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act; 
also helpful facts supplied by the canners’ descriptive 
labeling which includes a lifelike picture of the food. 

Among other things, the label tells you the style of pack. 
For instance, canned pineapple comes to your market— 
and your home-~as large or medium slices, spears, chunks, 
tidbits, juice, and crushed. No need for you to snip up a 
slice of pineapple for fruit cup when you can buy the 
pieces in the size you want 

Look to the label for the size and maturity of vegetables, 
too. One time you may choose large, very young peas 
to serve as a buttered vegetable. Another time you might 
prefer small, mature peas to add to a stew. Remember, 
canned foods are fully cooked. Just heat them—don’t 
recook. Glance at the label for good serving suggestions. 


Get acquainted with brands 


A canned-food packer often puts out more than one 
brand. All his brands will be good, wholesome food, but . 
the quality of flavor, color, and texture may differ. Read 
the label to tell which will serve your purpose best. Why 
use the most perfect canned sliced peaches for a cobbler 
when a broken-slice grade will do just as good a job and 
save you pennies at the same time?

Hurry to set out the last of your spring-flowering 
bulbs—glads, amaryllis, daylilies, paper-white nar- 
cissus—along the Gulf Coast and in Florida. 

Plant roses as soon as the weather per- 
mits. And prune established roses in 
southern Florida. 

Gain weeks of time by sowing seed of 
petunia, verbena, and snapdragon in 
your coldframe. 

Spray azaleas with nabam 3 times a week for three 
or four weeks to foil petal blight. Start spraying as soon 
as flower buds start to swell. 

Spread a special plant food around azaleas and 
camellias just before bloom reaches its peak. 

Sow hardy annuals—larkspur, cornflower, candy- 
tuft, gaillardia—in Lower South.
